That device consists of a large 
block of wood held by an ordinary 
clothes line, doubled and fastened to 
the trucks with chains.

car get away from the motorman he 
could drop the 
log in front of the 
car wheels.

When the curve 
was reached the 
car left the 
rails 
and ran almost to the railroad. 
A number of passengers were on 
the car and they received a bad scare. 
A team of horses were secured and 
the car was again placed on the rails. 
Early in the evening a car going 
west was stalled on the Washington 
street hill, but the 
motorman suc­ 
ceeded in preventing it from going 
back, while the necessary repairs were 
made. 
There was not a car to East End 
between 6 and 7 o’clock. 
One 
car 
burnt out and in a short time there 
was five in a bunch. 
The Calcutta road car is supposed 
to be fitted with the latest safety de­ 
vice. That device consists of a large 
block of wood held by an ordinary 
clothes line, doubled and fastened to 
the trucks with chains.

could drop the 
log in front of the 
car wheels.

Nicola* Foiissin painted some ‘Jo pic­ 
tures of Mosi-s from a pudgy little ba­ 
by in tile bulrush basket to Moses “oil 
gray Bethpeor’* height.” some of them 
with horns ami some of them without. 
Five of tiles** picture* are of rh** baby 
in the water ami just out o f it. ami tile 
heads are as varied as those of C’oluin- 
bns on th** exposit ion postage stamps. 
Home of them look like advertisement* 
for hair restoratives and others as 
though wigs would enhance the ap­ 
pearance of the baldheaded 
babies 
whoso painted faces look as many 
years old as th** baby Moses bail lived 
minutes when found by Thermutis. 
Another by this author lins horns that 
extend out from th** sides of tin* head 
Ilk*' tilt* cars of a mule and represents 
Moses as striking the rock in the wil­ 
derness.

Spa it helm. however, stigmatizes the cf 
forts of art in till* direction as “prepos­ 
terous Industry” arid distinctly attrib­ 
utes to Jerome a veritable belief in th** 
horns of Moses. 
Crude us is tin* m s 
translation not one person In ten, as 
the schoolteachers and pupils found 
nit. have any idea w hy it Is that art­ 
ists and sculptor* Still depict Moue* 
with horns.
